“Special Files Room of Records ranch. “ 

While i havo no opocifio knowledge# I'n incline [ to suspect that most oi fho 
break-in r-*co rein aro in the field offices# with as little os possible establishing 
the activity et FBIBQ. 

I liavw no la^ak-in records but I have a faw pervainiu# to elsurs and misurs Vhers 
a phoney informant number was used to mask the typo of surveillance ami sources, flakes 
sense that they'd handle broakins the same way* 

There is no unautorized destruction# uiJLess it is fairly recent# so why not ask for 
the request and authorization for destruction and the rocorda cited as holding tho 
allegedly destroyed information* 

I have many references to the transfer of records to Ame and June Mail files but 
in no case that I recall was any file number provided. ®hus# of course# also no serial* 
However# there must be some means of rrtrieval# a means that does not show on the Central 
Records record copy* Tho most obvious is a separate ir.dex of indices to the ^une records. 
While i have no knowledge# I* d go on the assumption that the breaking also may have been 
June classified* At least for request purposes* 

Banald Smith ia an old timer in FBI FOIA work. Ho was a supervisor there in 1976 
and if my recollection is correct was used by the F_J as a witness in mt C.A* 75-1996# to 
testify to basic procedures and backlog* The procedure then was that each request has 
an immediate rough search made# used as the basis for initial response. Would these 
search records help you? 

There are other catch-all files that are used like 66* These inclade laboratory 
and research matters files*
